The county council on March 2 voted 7-3 to send to General 
Plan a Greenbelt METRO route that would follow with some 
modification the ARS (Adopted Regional System) alignment with 
a terminus near Greenbelt Road and the Capital Beltway. This 
is the route strongly urged on the county by the Greenbelt city 
council. 
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City Gives Jaycees 
Long-term Lease

At its March 1 meeting, city 
council agreed to renew its lease 
to the Greenbelt Jaycees for the 
club house building located next 
to St. Hugh’s Church. Last sum¬ 
mer the club house was severely 
damaged by fire. The Jaycees have 
indicated that they would under¬ 
take the repair of the building. 

The lease would be for a 5-year 
period, but there would be a short¬ 
term cancellation clause that would 
permit the city to take over the 
club house in case it had some ur¬ 
gent use for the property. To com¬ 
pensate the Jaycees in case the lat¬ 
ter contingency occurred, council 
asked the city manager to work 
out a formula with the Jaycees 
whereby the latter would be jible 
to receive some proportionate reim¬ 
bursement of their expenditures. 

The council voted ito make its 
position clear once again with re¬ 
spect to Greenbelt’s desire for a 
METRO line that would have a ter¬ 
minus near Greenbelt Rd. and the 
B & O railroad tracks, and to cir¬ 
culate this view among State and 
county officials. 

The city and the county have 
agreed to terms for settlement of 
an overpayment received by Green¬ 
belt in State-shared income taxes. 
The overpayment arose because 
taxpayers living in unincorporated 
areas but using Greenbelt mailing 
addresses were being improperly 
credited to the city for tax-sharing 
purposes. The net amount owed by 
the city to the county was about 
$15,000, which under the agreement 
will be paid by the city in annual 
installments of $3,000 over 5 years 
with no interest. 

Aid to Elderly 

The council was informed that 
the city’s, assistance program for 
elderly renters has run over bud¬ 
get. The budget estimate was that 
$1,040 would be expended. The new 
estimate is $300 more. The city re¬ 
ceived 26 applications for aid. The 
program offers grants to Greenbelt 
renters amounting to 3 percent of 
the rent paid during the preceding 
year for an apartment in the city. 
To be eligible a renter must have 
attained the age of 65 or be totally 
and permanently disabled and have 
a combined household income of 
$5,000 or less. 

Twenty-two of the applicants 
were also eligible for the city’s 
refuse assistance program under 
which the city subsidizes 50 per¬ 
cent of the waste fee. 

Other Matters 

The city has received a procla¬ 
mation from the Prince Georges 
county council congratulating the 
city and the recreation department 
for receiving the Gold Medal for 
park and recreation excellence. 

The council approved the estab¬ 
lishment of a stop sign for cars 
leaving the library parking lot. 

1 The council recommended to the 
Maryland Municipal League that 
it urge the appointment of city 
councilman Thomas X. White to 
the Environmental Committee of 
the National League of Cities. 

Center School Exterior 
To Get Brightening 

The Prince Georges Board of Ed¬ 
ucation recently assured the Green- 
belt Woman’s Club that the friezes 
on the exterior of the Center School 
could be repaired by “pointing up 
the cracks and cleaning and re¬ 
painting where required” Repair 
work will be initiated as soon as 
weather permits. 

The club was concerned about the 
deteriorating condition of the panels 
illustrating the preamble of the 
Constitution. The work was sculp¬ 
tured be Lenore Thomas who also 
fashioned the statue “Mother and 
Child” on the Center Mall.

Greenbriar Hookup With 
Public System Approved 

The Washington Suburban Sani¬ 
tary Commission (WSSC) on March 
3 voted to close the Greenbriar in¬ 
terim sewage treatment plant and 
discharge waste water from the 
Greenbriar condominium apart¬ 
ments directly into the permanent 
public system. The request for such 
action was made by Greenbriar As¬ 
sociates with the support of the city 
of Greenbelt and environmental 
groups. 

An alternate but less-preferred 
proposal by Greenbriar Associates 
to utilize the interim plant as a 
holding tank under which sewage 
would be pumped to the Western 
Branch regional plant during off- 
hours was discarded in favor of 
outright abandonment of the plant. 

The closing date of the on-site 
sewage plant is contingent upon the 
satisfactory resolution of outstand¬ 
ing financial charges owed to WSSC 
by Greenbriar Associates. The lat¬ 
ter has been billed $365,000 for 
gravity and relief sewers, force 
mains, and water mains within the 
project and for the outfall sewer 
from Mandan Road to the Bald Hill 
Branch. Greenbriar Associates is 
contending that the calculation of 
these charges is inequitable in that 
no deficit was incurred by WSSC 
as the result of the Greenbriar op¬ 
eration. 

Another condition stipulated by 
WSSC was that the plant, which 
has been in operation since October 
1974, would not be dismantled until 
expansion of the Western Branch 
facility was complete -now slated 
for the latter part of August 1976. 
Additionally, WSSC will have the 
option of diverting Greenbriar 
waste water to the Blue Plains 
regional plant via the Bald Hill 
Branch line if the Western Branch 
plant is unable to handle Greenbriar 
flows. 

Voting to close the plant were 
commissioners Johanna Norris, An¬ 
drew Vislosky and Joe Woodrick. 
Against was Vera Berkman while 
Floyd Peterson and Dean Hill ab¬ 
stained. 

County Approves 
Glen Ora Plan 

On Feb. 24 the Prince Georges 
Planning Board considered the pre¬ 
liminary plan for Parcel “A” of 
Glen Ora. After considerable dis¬ 
cussion the plan was approved but 
, the developer was required to file 
with the commission a concept 
plan for the entire tract Also the 
staff was instructed to work more 
closely with the city concerning 
recreational facilities. 

The Planning Board did not feel 
that it could require a preliminary 
plan for the entire project as re¬ 
quested by the city. There was 
some expression of support for the 
abandoning of portions of Glen 
Ora and for the providing of some 
ball field facilities. Whether or not 
the developer is required to pro¬ 
vide such facilities is a decision 
that will apparently be made at a 
later time. 


The General Plan phase allows 
the Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority to clearly map 
the route and cost of a specific 
Greenbelt alignment, but the align¬ 
ment still is subject to public hear¬ 
ing and final county government 
approval before construction bids 
are sought. Councilmen Casula 
and Glendening, reiterating their 
long-standing opposition to Metro 
construction, voted against the ARS 
alignment along with councilman 
Wilson. 

Modified ARS Route 

First charted in 1968, the modi¬ 
fied ARS ,alignment that council 
okayed travels from the District 
of Columbia boundary under¬ 
ground through Avondale into aer¬ 
ial construction at Queenstown 
Shopping Center across Chillum 
Road to an aerial station west of 
Ager Road. Th e alignment then 
travels northeast under Queens 
Chapel Road to a station serving 
Prince George’s Plaza and again 
under Queens Chapel Road through 
the community of University Park, 
easterly under Rt. 1 and south of 
Albion Road. 

The ARS then goes into aerial 
construction over the B&O Rail¬ 
road’s tracks (east side) and con¬ 
tinues north along the B&O Rail¬ 
road’s tracks to a station serving 
the University of Maryland area. 
The alignment runs under Green¬ 
belt Road along the B&O right- 
of-way to a terminal near the 
Capital Beltway. A Metro storage 
yard is planned for an area north 
of the Capital Beltway between 
1-495 and Sunnyside Road. Exact 
placement of the Metro station 
will be decided during the General 
Plan stage, expected to take 18 
months, and on the basis of public 
testimony on the route’s final con¬ 
figuration. 

Seeking to clarify the county's 
financial commitment to Metro, 
county council voted 6-3 on a mo¬ 
tion by councilman Glendening to 
hold up construction of the Branch 
Avenue and Greenbelt Routes until 
all metropolitan area jurisdictions 
have approved a deficit allocation 
formula to mete out the rail sys¬ 
tem’s annual operating deficit.

and Darlene White voted against 
the motion, while councilman 
Francis White abstained, noting 
that an allocation formula is now 
being developed by WMATA. Glen¬ 
dening pointed out that the deficit 
allocation formula can be worked 
out in the 18 months the General 
Plans will be formulated. 

Set Conditions 

On the same topic, council a- 
greed to hold off construction of 
the two major Metro lines until 
a legally binding agreement can 
be made with the state or federal 
government on an “acceptable level 
of participation” in the county’s 
expected operating deficit for th? 
rail system. The council stipula¬ 
ted that a legally binding agree 
ment would have to be in contract 
or legislative form, with the em¬ 
phasis on a firm state contribution 
to the operating deficit Councilmen 
Darlene White and Hartlove cast 
negative votes while councilman 
Francis White abstained. Glen¬ 
dening argued that Prince Georges 
county can’t firmly commit itself 
to building a rapid rail network 
until county officials know exactly 
how much of any deficit they will 
have to fund from county revenues. 

Deadlocked on th e advisability 
of the state-preferred 1-95 align¬ 
ment, county council deferred for 
one week any decision on sending 
to General Plan the 1-95 align¬ 
ment, running up Adelphi Road to 
a stop at the Beltway and 1-95. 

Cohen Testimony 

In a related development on 
March 2 before the House District 
Fiscal Affairs Subcommittee, for 
mer Greenbelt councilwoman Rhea 
Cohen representing the Sierra Club 
countered a recommendation of a 
Library of Congress consultant 
■that the Greenbelt E route he ter¬ 
minated at Fort Totten or Chillum. 
The consulting firm. Jack Faucett 
Associates, had asserted that “in 
view of the radially-oriented high 
way network in the area involved, 
there appears to be possibilities for 
express bus and feeder bus service 
to a terminal station located at 
Fort Totten or Chillum.” Tb^ 
consultant had urged consideration 
be given to reducing the full 98 
mile METRO system to 68 miles. 

Mrs. Cohen testified that the 
Greenbelt area is a center of high 
air pollution readings due to heavy 
auto traffic on the Baltimore-Wash- 
ington Parkway, the Capital Belt- 
way, Kenilworth Avenue, and 
Greenbelt Road. “Rapid rail ser¬ 
vice” she said, “would relieve traf¬ 
fic on the first three of those high¬ 
ways, but feeder service halfway 
to Washington would have little 
appeal to commuters who can make 
the trip by car in 25 to 40 minutes.” 

She also took exception to the 
State-proposed shift of the Green¬ 
belt route to terminate at 1-95. 
“Such an alignment,” she said 
“would serve no walk-on passen¬ 
gers, necessitating more feeder ve¬ 
hicle trips than the ARS route; it 
would destroy and disturb scarce 
agricultural and open space land; 
it would stimulate new develop¬ 
ment in areas adjacent and to 
the north.” 

She termed the Faucett report 
“a subservient bow to the al¬ 
mighty automobile . . . that will 
delight the highway lobby.”

The Greenbelt Jaycees have be¬ 
gun the huge task of cleaning up 
their clubhouse on Crescent Rd., 
which was destroyed by fire last 
July.

Dog Control Problems

Responsibility for establishing 
policy and funding levels rests with 
the city council. The present coun¬ 
cil should be commended for the 
courage they have shown in ad¬ 
dressing this difficult and contro¬ 
versial issue. Effective action will 
be forthcoming only if there is 
strong and vocal public support, 
however. 

Greenbelt residents who are con¬ 
cerned about the dog control prob¬ 
lem should express these concerns 
directly to Mayor Weidenfeld or to 
other members of the city council.

Commenfs on GHI Report 

I have carefully read the full 
report of the GHI Ad Hoc Inves¬ 
tigating Panel and the supporting 
enclosures. There are some points 
which I consider very pertinent 
that have not been covered by 
your reprint of the Panel’s (trans¬ 
mittal and recommendations or by 
your correspondents, to wit: 1) Ac¬ 
cording to enclosure 1, which is 
the letter addressed to GHI coun¬ 
sel on which the investigation was 
based, the allegations were a se¬ 
lection (not a complete list) of 
items to be documented. Did the 
Panel see the rest of the list with 
its documentation? We are not 
told, but the Panel certainly did 
not speak to it. If the Panel was 
unwilling (or unable) to consider 
the entire list, was not Ms. Hutz- 
ler also justified in refusing to 
discuss (per enclosure 2” disjoin¬ 
ted parts of her evidence? 

2) Five of eleven enclosures (5, 7, 
8, 9, 11) submitted in evidence are 
uncorroborated assertions prepared 
by GHI or its banker. Don’t we try 
to establish the integrity of evi¬ 
dence submitted by both parties 
equally? 

Another enclosure (3) does not 
bear out the assumption suggested 
in the second half of the Panel’s 
recommendation 1. The $1,000. in¬ 
volved is moreover a meaningless 
amount out of context. 

I want to say that I think the 
panelists’ instincts are probably 
quite right about how valid is Ms. 
Hutzler’s documentation. I also 
want to say that the panelists’ re¬ 
sponse to their instincts is not the 
same as establishing a proof. In 
other words, the Panel has done no 
more to “prove” its opinion than 
has Ms. Hutzler (in this sample) 
and at just about the same level. 
I also think Ms. Hutzler to be just 
as capable ‘of a valid opinion as 
any group of panelists. 3) Enclo¬ 
sure 1, cited above, was addressed 
to GHI counsel. The Directors of 
GHI have a choice in how to use 
their counsel, whether as reassur¬ 
ance against the doubts of ques¬ 
tioning members such as Ms. Hutz-

Metro Funds At Stake 

Greenbelter have a chance tomor¬ 
row (March 12) to help fund Metro 
rail and other transit projects and 
to stop the Outer Beltway. Proposed 
to circle Washington five miles out 
from the Capital Beltway, the Outer 
Beltway would connect 1-95 traffic 
to the Baltimore-Washington Park¬ 
way, forcing widening of the Park¬ 
way into a truck route. 

These anti-freeway bills, spon¬ 
sored by State Senator Meyer M. 
Emanuel, Jr. are the subject of a 
hearing at 10:30 AM before the Sen¬ 
ate Finance Committee: SB 643— 
to remove the Outer Beltway in 
Prince George’s County from the 
20-Year Highway Needs Study and 
from all other State-approved plan¬ 
ning documents; SB 661—to divest 
the State Highway Administration 
of lands acquired for 1-95 within 
the Captal Beltway by offering 
them for sale to local agencies for 
park and recreation use; also to re¬ 
store to the tax rolls those proper¬ 
ties placed in reservation for 1-95; 
and, SB 749—to prevent further 
funding for any highway segment 
connecting 1-95 to the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway or to other 
roads, highways, freeways or park¬ 
ways in Prince Georges county; also 
to require that the surplus federal 
interstate highway funds remaining 
from the deleted 1-95 project be 
transferred to mass transit project 
in western Prince Georges county— 


which includes Greenbelt. “Mass 
transit projects” is defined in SB 
79 as including, but not limited to, 
bus, heavy and light rapid rail, and 
commuter rail service. (Metro is 
heavy rapid rail.) 

Probably the second provision of 
SB 749 holds the most significance 
for Greenbelt, of all of this impor¬ 
tant legislation. Maryland’s Gover¬ 
nor intends to transfer most of the 
$150 million of leftover 1-95 federal 
funds to Baltimore and Annapolis 
highway projects, and refuses to ap¬ 
ply any of the 1-95 money towards 
completion of the Greenbelt Metro 
line. Transfer of that money out of 
our area closes out options for mass 
transit, which would greatly im¬ 
prove our worsening air quality. 
Only the legislature can stop the 
Governor from taking away our 1-95 
funds. 

The Prince Georges county coun¬ 
cil has passed a resolution in favor 
of these bills, and several local 
groups will testify tomorrow, as 
well. Citizens wishing to testify 
can park their cars at the Naval 
Academy Stadium public lot in An¬ 
napolis, and can catch a free shuttle 
bus to the James Senate Office buil¬ 
ding on College Avenue. The hear¬ 
ing will be held in the Presidential 
Wing on the first floor Those who 
cannot be present can leave a tele¬ 
phone message for Chairman Clark, 
and for Senator O’Reilly, the only 
Prince Georges member of the com¬ 
mittee, by calling 261-1402 (toll- 
free) and asking for the Senate 
Finance Committee Either way, 
Senator Emanuel's bills should have 
strong Greenbelt support.

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GHI BOARD DISCUSSES PARKING 
AND SPECIAL AID TO MEMBERS

Quite a number of individual matters were discussed by the 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. board at its regular meeting last Thurs¬ 
day, in a short public meeting of only two hours. These were 
mostly proposals by committees for establishing policy on park¬ 
ing, garage rental, and deferral of monthly charge increases for 
elderly and infirm members. Though not specifically brought up 
at the meeting, the manager's memorandum to the board also 
contained an interesting comparison of fuel oil consumption for 
the three years 1973 through 1975, which shows a steady drop in 
gallons burned for a given low temperature (see accompanying 
table). 


The Parking Committee, chaired 
by director Stephen Polaschik, pro¬ 
posed three possible classifications 
which can be applied to a GHI 
court: “Restricted Parking', which 
would restrict parking, in a court 
area not having sufficient spaces 
for all members, to members liv¬ 
ing in the court on a first-come, 
first-served basis;” 'Reserved 
Parking”, which would provide one 
reserved space per member, in a 
court with sufficient space. 

These classifications would go in¬ 
to effect if a majority of those in 
a court petitioned for it All others 
would be classed as “Open Park¬ 


ing*. These classifications, with 
some further rules which Polaschik 
explained, are designed to avoid 
monopoly of court spaces by some 
members which has led to incon ¬ 
venience for other members or visi¬ 
tors. Director Norman Weyel no¬ 
ted some problems with the first- 
come, first-served idea but the 
committee report was accepted as 
a positive first step. 

With respect to rental of GHI's 
detached garages, Polaschik de¬ 
scribed a new policy which would 
essentially not allow any member 
or tenant to rent a second garage 
if anyone else was on the waiting 
list; this item had no trouble pas¬ 
sing. 

Parking Spaces 

Coming back to the shortage of 
parking spaces (some courts are 
so short of parking space that 
members park their cars on grass, 
an undesirable practice in the 
board’s view) director James Wright 
suggested that a few new spaces 
could be created in the course of 
the regular street repaving pro¬ 
gram. Chairman James Smith 
thought this could be referred to 
the manager for consideration, but 
cautioned that the matter was more 
complex than it seemed at first 
sight, because both financial re¬ 
sources and environmental consi¬ 
derations (preservation of green 
space) would need to be looked at. 

For the Member Relations com¬ 
mittee, director Mary Clarke 
brought up the idea of re-institut¬ 
ing deferral of increases in monthly 
charges for members who are un¬ 
able to immediately pay the added 
amounts, and asked the staff for 
its recommendations on details of 
how this policy should be imple¬ 
mented - i.e. with regard to quali¬ 
fications of age, or infirmity, or 
income. There is also a question 
of whether a minimum length of 
residence should be required. 

As initiated by former director 
Charles Schwan, who was present 
in the audience, the deferred char¬ 
ges were paid to GHI at the time 
of resale of the member’s home, 
and comptroller Donald McGinn 
informed the board that repayment 
has indeed been carried out at a 
reasonable rate. The idea was 


strongly endorsed by both Smith 
and Schwan with the latter volun¬ 
teering to help formulate a detailed 
procedure. 

Fuel Savings 

Comparative figures on fuel oil con¬ 
sumption were given by the staff 
which show that winter saving in 
fuel in 1975, compared to 1973, 
ranged from at least 2.5% for the 
small steam plants to as high as 
9.1% for the large steam plants. 
The figures are even better if one 
compares the consumption for the 
coldest month of January, 1976 to 
January of 1973; the saving for this 
particular month has been over 16%. 


Director Virginia Moryadas com¬ 
plimented all persons on staff and 
board who have contributed to this 
cut-down in fuel consumption - 
which of course has been the over¬ 
riding burden the corporation has 
had to contend with in recent years 
of increasing oil cost. 

Special Member Requests 

The board earlier in the meeting 
disposed of two member requests 
with negative decisions. In one 
case, a member had erected a free¬ 
standing shed without permission 
and had also equipped it with elec¬ 
tricity; the member’s home is now 
up for sale, which prompted the 
board to quickly reconsider the 
question of what to do about the 
shed. Director Clarke said that 
she didn’t object to the shed, if 
no other objections were raised 
against it, but felt that the electri¬ 
cal circuit should come out imme¬ 
diately. » 

Directors Moryadas and Wright 
took a harder line, with the first 
moving that the shed should be re¬ 
moved completely. However, af¬ 
ter the member explained that he 
had had no intention of leading the 
board down the garden path, 
Moryadas’ motion was replaced by 
Clarke’s less stringent motion to 
remove only electrical wiring, 
which was passed with Clarke em¬ 
phasizing that all GHI members 
should be aware of the danger pre¬ 
sent in electrical wiring that may 
be improperly installed without 
county inspection. 

The second member had reques¬ 
ted that GHI re-install a radiator 
in his home that had been taken 
out many years ago by the earlier 
owner. Chairman Smith explained 
that the corporation could not be 
responsible for replacing items 
which had been taken out at a 
member’s original request, saying 
that this was a matter that should 
have been discussed between buyer 
and seller at the time of sale. 

As on© of the non-action items 
on the agenda, comptroller Don¬ 
ald McGinn informed the board 
that the cost of the solar energy 
pilot project on Southway to GHI 
so far has been about $4,980, which 
is borne by the brick homes.

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City Asked To Testify 
Before Gov. Agencies 

Along with the responsibilities of 
insuring within the city the day- 
to-day interests of the citizens of 
Greenbelt, the city government 
also represents the citizens of 
Greenbelt on matters of inteerst 
before the county, state and federal 
governments. Last week the city 
council and city manager represen¬ 
ted Greenbelt on all four of these 
levels of government. 

On Monday, February 23, the 
city council held its regular bi¬ 
monthly meeting. 

On Wednesday, Mayor Gil Wei- 
denfeld, at the invitation of U.S. 
Senator Charles Mathias, testified 
on Capitol Hill before a special 
Senate sub-committee about Green- 
belt’s problems and concerns as a 
small community in the Washing¬ 
ton metropolitan area. City coun¬ 
cilman Thomas X. White testified 
before this sub-committee on 
Thursday in his capacity as Chair¬ 
man of the Health and Environ¬ 
mental Protection Policy Commit¬ 
tee of COG. He discussed some of 
the more pressing health and tax 
problems of the metropolitan area. 

On Thursday afternoon, Ma¬ 
yor Weidenfeld and city manager 
James K. Giese, on behalf of the 
city council, appeared before the 
Fiscal and Planning Committee of 
the Prince Georges County Council 
urging passage of new tax differ¬ 
ential legislation which, if passed, 
would double the amount of tax 
monies that is presently rebated 
to Greenbelt by the county. 

On Friday, Weidenfeld testified 
at the Maryland Legislature in 
Annapolis before the Senate Bi- 
County, (Prince George’s-Mont- 
gomery) Committee in support of 
a bill introduced by State Sena¬ 
tor Edward T. Conroy which would 
allow a municipality to have a 
voice in zoning within a one-mile 
radius of the municipality. This 
would be beneficial because unde¬ 
sirable zoning a short distance from 
city limits can have as adverse an 
impact on a municipality as unde¬ 
sirable zoning within city limits. 

The city government’s work on 
behalf of Greenbelt citizens came 
full circle again on Monday, March 
1, with the regular meeting of the 
Greenbelt city council.
